For his views on taxation and Government expenditure mark the 
limits within which budgetary action is politically feasible while the 
economist’s views are at best a guide to what is theoretically desirable. 

The outcome of this conflict between the political and the economic 
approach to the Budget problem is generally a compromise which goes

This yenr,

laymen have seldom been more

Professor F. W. Palsh, of 
London. University, whose views

This will appeal to those in
